Iwas just about to tell Mary that Jim says he's absolutely 
mmazed at the activity in the Forests he's seen in the South. 
Yeah? Well, there's one pert of this old country of ours that's 
really got a gold-mine in its forest land, Mrs. Robbins. And 
folks are waking uo to it too, I understand. I've read somewhere 
thet some of the southern States are setting up cutting limits 
to save the small timber and seed trees. And that timber 
cooperatives are being formed to see that folks with woods down 
there get full value for their timber. 

That's about what Jim says in the first part of his letter. 
Mrs. Robbine hasn't read all of the letter yet, Jerry. 

Well, I'll quit soouting off then. You go on and read the rest 
of Jim's letter, Mrs. Robbins. Out Leda, huh? 

All right. Wait ‘til I find the place here...Let's see...Jim 
says, (READING) "The way I look at it, Beas, here in the South 
the forest porblem is about the same as elsewhere in the United 
States. Two big voints stand out. Woods fires is one of the 
major problems here, but then...in a lot of cases, lack of good, 
horse~sense forest management makes folks lose just a3 much 


income every year as they do from fire." 
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Just like in a lot of other >olaces. 

He goes on to say (READING) "I was tickled, though, to see how 
a lot of folka, especially in the Coast States, are coming 
around to an honest-to-goodness aporeciation of the importance 
end value of their woods. I no sooner got down on the Biloxi 
(Buh-lux-ee) District of the De3oto National Forest here in 
south Mississipoi when the Ranger buttonholed me and took me 
off (FLASHBACK — FADE) in his pickup". 


(FADING IN) Lindy, what's the big idea of rushin' me this way? 
I thought folks down this way took things easy. I was sorta 
hankerin’ on doin' a little mullet fishing out there: in 
Migsissipai Sound ‘fore I went to work here. 

That ain't the way I heard it, Jim. Accordin' to a Little sbird 
up the line, I understood you came down here to check on how 
the De3oto 1s doing it's share for war, along with the other 
Mississippi National Forests. 
(LAUGHS) O.K., I reokon the mullet fishin’ will have to wait... 
Where we going... 


You'll see oretty quick. 
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I gather you're fixin to surprise me, but f don't surorise 
easy, Lindy. I know pretty well what you fellers are doin' here 
about wood for war from what I've seen further North. Yellow 
pine for lumber and wood pulp and turpentining; hardwoods 
operations for gun stocks and the like...I reckon. I've seen 
most all... 

Just ahead there, Jim, is the Little Biloxi Miver...Good fishin: 
stream, too. 

Yeah, 4¢ would be and me without any fishing gear or anything. 
But we were talking about your forests down here... (LOUD 800! 
- OFF ~ REPEAT SEVERAL TIMES) Hey, what's that, Lindy? 

What did it sound like to you, Jim? 

Well, 4t sounded like somebody's blasting the river up ahead for 
fish. That's dirty business, Lindy. Ye ought to... 

That was dynamite blasting all right, Jim. But not for fish. 
Folke ‘round here don't go in for that kind of fishing. Here... 
(CAR SLOWS DOWN - STOPS - DOORS OPEN) We get out here. C'mon 
and I'E1 show you a real (FADE) contribution to war.

So that's what they're doin' here. Blasting out these big oid 
pine stumps, huh? But say, Lindy, they're not going to make 
farm land out of this, are they? That doesn't make sense with 


all that fine young pine coming up all over the place. 
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No, Jim. Keep your eye on that tractor oulling those 3maller 
stumps and you'll see how careful he is not to knock down 4 
Single little pine tree. What you're looking at, Jim, is a 
regular timber sale stump operation on the National Forest. 

I still don't get it, Lindy. | 

Well. ..and you don't surorise easily, huh, Jim? 

To ne, these stumps just represent the old days when you foixs 
really had a orosserous Lumber industry in this country. Only 
reason I can see in pulling ‘em out would be to cut down the 
fire hazard or for fuel. I don't get a direct war angle at all, 
Lindy. | 

Vell, Jim, several years ‘fore the war started, scientists and 
chemists found out that these old stumps are ‘doggonned rioh in 
resin. You can see for yourself. Look at this chip here. Just 
chock full of resin. | 

I get it now. They use ‘em to get turpentine, huh? 

At the wood distillation Plant where they take these stumps, Jim 
they finally get not only turpentine, my friend, but about « 
hundred othex products, including oine oil, and ranging from 
asphalt to finger nail ovolish. They even distill camphor out of 
these stumps and you know how important that is. 

Yeah, ‘specially sinee we've always devended upon Japan for our 
camphor. Well...I'l1 admit 4t, Lindy. I didn't know about this 


pine stump business. 
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LINDY: It's a belessing to folks all along the Sovthern vine belt, Jim 
They 've got a chance at new jobs for themselves and a new 
source of cash money. An' we're hopin’ it'll convince people 
in still another way that woods fires are bed business. 

JIM: Yeah. I can understand how fire could ruin these rich stumos. 
As bad as 1t does timber in general. 

LINDY: Well...this is what I wanted you to see. And now that you've. 
seen what a stump sale area looks like, maybe this evening you 
can go ahead and do that mullet fishing you've seemed to set 
your heart on. I've got a casting net at home you're welcone 
to use. 

JIM? Casting net? You mean you gotta use a net to catch cullet? Good 
gravy, man, I'm a wrigzlly-worm fisherman, not a (FADE) net 
caster.
